Tlir first year of tin- existence of the Home has been 
one of great hanlsliip (or tin- poor; and in the midal of 
BO many and so great demands upon the generous pub- 
lic tlu 4 founders of this institution may well feel grate- 
ful for so large a share of that liberal bounty which 
in our noble city never ceases to How into the channels 
of philanthropy. And it is with mingled feelings of 
pride and gratitude, that this first annual report is pre- 
sented to the friends and patrons of the institution. 

A> a record Of achievement, it will eompare favor- 
ably with that of the beginning of any other similar 
pharity in the land : yet it should be read rather in the 
light of an earnest, a prophecy of the greater WOtk 
of the future, which with the blessing of Providence, 
and the sympathetic co-operation of the good people 
of Saint Louis will be accomplished.

sitmtted on &€> corner of Hassan and Pulton Stree& 
and opened it^> doers to the street waifs, twenty-three 
years sinee. The first year it received four hundred and 
eight different boys, gave six thousand eight hundred 
mid seventy two Lodgings; ami received from the bovs 
three hundred and ninety-seven dollars and fifty-six 
-cnts. 

The t\r>\ beneficiary of the Street Hoys' Home was n 
boy received by the present Superintendent on thetweifc 
ly-firM day of January, 1876, who had been sent to him 
by < Mliccr Tittle of the Police I >epartnient, then in charge 
of the Soup House : clothes were given him. and a place 
procured for him on Olive street. !Two Others Were aha 

received before the Boaaie was opened. One was .sent 

to a place in the city, and the other to friends in Bq& 
ion, .Ala.ssachsuetts. On the Nth day of February 1876 
the premises since occupied l>y the Home were secured 
and on the 26th day of the same month it was opened 
with a family of six bo^s. The Home has receive! 
during the year two hundred and eleven (211) differ- 
ent boys; has given five thousand six hundred and niw* 
fy-Jirr (5695) lodgings, for which has been collected 
from £h e boys tico hundred and eighteen dollars and 
cents ($218.50). Ten thousand tw6 hundred and ml 
(10201) meals have been given, for which Arm hundteA 
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Q0$fatg <l Ji<n's n ,,<! f, >l-tl r^its (%'M)i)A')). has becll 

received tVom the boys. These $wm bare been derived 

from the daily payments by the hoys of ihe nominal 
charge of five cents for each meal, and live cents for 
lodging which all who are able are required to pay.

In the New York "Lodging House*' a bank wa«« 
established, consisting of a table with an iron top, in 
which were compartments to receive the deposits : and a 
premium was given to the depositor saving the largest 
amount out of his earnings in & month. In the third 
year of this experiment, one hundred and sixteen boys 
used the bank, and saved in the aggregate two hun- 
dred and seventy dollars and seventy cents. 

Our boys, nearly all of them, save more or less. 
Thirty-live have saved during the year, over thw htm- 
dml dollars ($300.) : most of it has been deposited in 
the hands of friends, because the boys seem disinclined to 
deposit in the Saving Institutions, as they cannot draw

their money at will, whereas, when a friend holds the 
deposit, tluy can draw it in sums to suit their desires 
and necessities. It is a habit with the hoys fco depovi; 
their daily surplus with the Superintendent, and draw 
the dcpo>it> 4,11 Saturday evening or Sunday, to p Ur _ 
,-hase clothing, or "stock," or procure a 'nattlhn/' 
Sunday dinner. The Directors offer a percentage upon 
all deposits made with the Treasurer by the boys, with 
a view to encourage habits of saving and thrift among 
them : but thus far, the other method of deposit above 
mentioned seems the more popular. Of late several 
hoys have opened accounts with the Provident Savings 
Institution. 

'Another feature of our work has been that of se- 
curing for the .boys places and permanent homes. I n 
doing this, we have endeavored to inculcate the idea 
that the "Home" is but a temporary place of abode, 
a kt helping hand 99 to assist them to help themselves. 

Twenty two boys have been sent to situations in the 
city, and two of these are learning trades. Two have 
beexj sent to permanent homes in Arkansas, three t«> 
Texas, and one to Illinois. And we have three requests 
for boys on file; one from Iowa, one from Illinois, 
and one from this State. These are wanted for 
adoption, and of an age that renders it a difficult 
matter to meet the demand. 

The inmates of Homes of this character, are as a 
general rule, composed of two classes. First, boys 
who are homeless, friendless orphans left to the tend- 
er mercies of a street life, and forming a character us- 
ually developed in such a school. Secondly, boys 
having dissipated fathers or mothers, step-fathers or

The sanitary condition of our City boys has been ex- 
cellent. We have had fourteen eases of sickness, and 
;1 ll of the patients, with one exception, were from diil'er- 
.iii parts of the country. Medical attendance was grat- 
uitously given by Dr. EL A. Vaughn, and Medicines 
gratoitou8ly furnished by Dr. I. II. CadwaOader, 
Messrs. T. & B. ( ' a 1 1 i n . City Dispensary, and the Super- 
intendent Eleven of these eases were Chills and Fever^ 
and fever of a severe type. Two were cases of Pneu- 
monia, and one of ('roup. Though we could not 
provide Hospital aeeonnnodat long, the sick ones received 
our sympathy and care, and under proper treatment 
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finally recovered their health. The average duration of 
time which the sick were under treatment was fourteen 
da vs. We have also had one ease requiring surgical 
aid. which resulted favorably. 

The criminal records of all countrio furnish indis- 
putable evidence, that ignorance is one of the force* 
thai eonduoe t<> pauperism and crime. Realizing this 
fact, and that childhood is the seed time to prepay 
for future culture, we have endeavored to have evening 
schools for our family. On account of the wmt of 
the proper appliances, we have labored under difficulties 
gB&d have accomplished but little in this direction. 
What has been done however, has been largely through 
the kindness of R. II. Kern. Ks<p, who both last win- 
ter and this, has devoted < me evening a week to teaching 
our boys. Within the last mouth this volunteer force 
has been inereased by the addition of P. W. Fauntleroy, 
Ksq.. who has commenced a class in Reading. Spelling 
and Writing. These gentlemen make a sacrifice to at- 
tend this school, and by their zeal and dev. ion have 
earned the grateful thanks of all friends of th 4 Institu- 
tion. The boys are very eager to learn, are orderly, 
and there is no trouble in keeping their attention. 

We have held spelling schools and contests; have 
had classes in writing, and have given instruction in 
various practical methods of business. 

But however ureal our deficiencies are in the appli- 
ances and apparatus required for school work, our need 
of the necessary means for amusing and entertaining 
the boys is even greater. The low places of amuse- 
ment which have ever been the snare of youth, will 
still lure our boys away, until we can oiler counter 
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;U(r:u<{i()1IS(> r equal if not greater poijrer, at the Some 
itself. 

Knowing the proclivities of all boys, and especially

We 
have had to rely mainly on checkers, dominoes, hooks, 
picture papers, storytelling, and now and then an even- 
ing "frolic. " in our presence and under our supervision. 

We need an organ* and a teacher <>f vocal music; a 
gymnasium, to work on* the overflow of youthful spirits. 

and a lecture room. where we could hold evening gath- 
erings, and have entertainments of various kinds. 

A Sunday service has heeii held every Suiuhry even- 
ing hy .Ah-. Chas. K. Xicholls, a young gentleman 
fully qualified for the work. He has instructed the 
boys in singing, of which they are very fond. The 
exercises of this service consist of song, reciting the 

"lord's Prayer" in concert, and the reading and ex- 
position of a Bible story. Every member of the 
family is required to be present at these meetings. 

In this brief report we have sought to present some Of 
the more salient features of the Home, and an epitome 
of its work during its first year of life. The value of 
an institution of this kind in this city has been demon- 
strated by the result.-, presented here. Its need and 
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importance to the well being of this community win 
increase year l,y year in geometrical ratio. To the 
little u;ui> . m ,i outcasts whom it lias gathered u 
alien gathers her chickens under her "win,,.- J!"
